REV. SCHMIDT IS 
NEW LIBRARIAN 


The Rev. Herbert H. Schmidt, 
former pastor of Woodsboro Lu­ 
theran parish In Maryland, has ap- 
cepted the position of librarian at 
the Lutheran Theological seminary 
here. He has tendered his resigna­ 
tion to the Woodsboro parish. 
A new $200,000 library is now un­ 
der construction at the 
seminary,

duties. He will leave shortly to take 
graduate work at Columbia univers­ 
ity in New York city. The family will 
remain at Woodsboro until his res­ 
ignation takes effect, when they will 
move to near Gettysburg. 
The Rev. Mr. Schmidt, a native of 
Johnstown, is a graduate of Sus­

university, 
Selinsgrove, 
and graduated from the Lutheran 
Theological seminary here in 1934. 
He served the Mt. Joy parish near 
Gettysburg from 1934 to 1938, went 
to the Woodsboro parish in the lat­ 
ter year. His parish in Maryland em­ 
braces Grace church, near Woods­ 
boro; Mt. 2Jion at Ladiesburg and 
Chapel church at Waysville. 
While in Maryland, the Rev. Mr. 
Schmidt served as secretary of the 
Western Conference of the Mary­ 
land Synod in 1940 and president 
of the conference for two terms, in 
1941 and 1942. No action has been 
taken as yet by the parish concern­ 
ing a successor for the Rev. Mr.

“Whereas the Gettysburg Ad­ 
dress of President Abraham Lin­ 
coln is the outstanding classic of 
tile ages; and 
“Whereas

will 
touch 
the 
hearts of men and inspire them 
with faith in our matchless dem­ 


ocracy as long as time endures; 
and 
“Whereas In that address Mr. 
Lincoln adjured his fellow coun­ 
trymen to dedicate themselves to 
the principles of democracy in 
order that government "of the 
people, by the people, and for the 
people shall not perish from the 
earth": Therefore be It 
“Resolved, etc., That November 
19, 1946, the anniversary of the 
Gettysburg Address, be. and here­ 
by is, designated in our calendar 
of special days as Dedication Day. 
“That 
the 
President of 
the 
United States is requested to pro­ 
claim November 19, 1946. as Dedi­ 
cation Day and to suggest that Uh 
address be read on that day in 
public assemblages throughout the 
United Stales and its possessions, 
on our ships at sea, and wherever 
the American flag flies."

FIGHT FOR FEPC 
ON PERMANENT 
RASIS GOES ON 


By JAMES MARLOW 
Washington. July 6 (ZP) — In the 
week-end roar of Bikini’s atomic 
bomb and the feverish finish of OPA 
you may have overlooked the end 
of an experiment in human relations 
This was the FEPC. the Fair Em­ 
ployment Practice Committee. It 
died Sunday at midnight, death that 
was neither sudden nor unexpected 
It was a temporary, wartime agency. 
But the death of this temporary 
agency does not mean that the idea 
is dead or that the people who want 
Congress to set up a permanent 
FEPC will relax their fight. 
It is a fight likely to go on for ! 
years. 
Created Five Years Ago 
President Roosevelt created FEPC 
five years ago in an effort to pre- 
vent wartime discrimination against 
workers—in government Jobs or war 
plants—because of color, race or I 
religious belief. 
Tt had some good success, It had 
some failures. But since war’s end 
the tiling it set out to do has be­ 
come largely undone and discrimina­ 
tion is back again. 
Negroes, 
Jews 
and 
Mexlcan- 
Amerlcans were the main targets 
of discrimination during thc war 
and now. Which Is to say: a lot of 
Americans didn’t want to give them 
Jobs because of their color, race or 
religion. 
Negroes made 80 per cent of the 
claims of discrimination to FEPC. 
Congress a year ago had planned 
FEPC’s death—since it was only a 
temporary, wartime agency—by giv­ 
ing it only enough money to stagger 
through to June 30. 1946. and wind 
up its business. 
FEPC Chairman Malcolm Ross, lr 
his final letter to President Truman, 
explaining FEPC was folding on the 
scheduled date, reviewed his agency’s 
work, drew some conclusions and 
gave some advice. He said: 
In IU five years FEPC satisfactor­ 
ily settled 5.000 cases of discrimina­ 
tion, Including 40 strikes, by peace­ 
ful negotiation and persuasion. 
But 
peaceful 
persuasion 
alone 
wasn’t the whole answer, for a lot 
of employers ended their discrimina­ 
tion because they needed war work­ 
e rs. or were patriotlr.-or-di&liked 
exposure. 
Employers and workers (workers 
discriminated against fellow work­ 
ers) abandoned discrimination In 
most cases where the government 
stepped in. 
Once the barriers were down, 
workers of varying races and re- 
| ligions worked together efficiently 
and learned to accept each other.
